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1 . Applicant's arguments filed 09/14/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. Applicants argue features, such as a mechanism whereby the subscriber selects 
the electronic delivery mechanism, and the method of electronically transmitting the 
formatted call transaction data using the subscriber selected electronic delivery 
mechanism. Applicants further argue the feature that includes determining an 
approximate longitude and latitude of the second caller for each call using the call 
transaction data. These limitations, however, are found in Molting et al (US 6,744,866), 

3. In regards to independent claims 1,12, 30-32, 44, and 46, Molting discloses a 
mechanism whereby the subscriber selects the electronic delivery mechanism, and the 
method of electronically transmitting the formatted call transaction data using the 
subscriber selected electronic delivery mechanism (See col. 7 lines 23-31 , col. 14 lines 
20-35, col. 17 lines 14-23, and col. 24 lines 62-67). In regards to claim 32, Molting, also 
discloses determining an approximate longitude and latitude of the second caller for 
each call using the call transaction data (See col. 8 lines 29-40 and col. 21 lines 20-39). 
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
